For all other marines,. whether in 

training or serving actively at na- 
val posts and stations at home and 
abroad or aboard ship, navy regula- 
tions will govern. 
It has been decided by Red Cross 
officials, with the concurrence of the 
War Department, that it will be im- 
practicable to undertake the distri- 
bution of gifts to men in the United 
States service who have no relatives 
or friends to whom they wish to 
send their Christmas box coupons. 

However, the Red Cross abroad 
is preparing to make a general dis- 
tribution of tobacco to all men in 
the American Expeditionary Forces. 
Cigarettes in special packages of 
fifty will be provided if possible. 

FOR SOLDIERS. 

War Department regulations for 
soldiers’ Christmas packages are as 
follows: 

All packages will be of standard 
size and weight, one for each indi- 
vidual in the American Expedition- 
Force. 

Gen. Pershing ts distributing to 
those in his command coupons on 
which are Inscribed the names and 
addresses of his men. These will 
serve as address labels for the pack- 
ages, as they will be mailed by the 
soldiers to the persons who are to 
send them Christmas packages. 
These labels probably will be re- 
ceived in the United States by No- 
vember 1. 


present them at the nearest Red 
Cross chapter or organization, where 
each will receive a pasteboard car- 
ton, three by four by nine inches in 
size. These boxes will be distrib- 
uted by the American Red Cross by 
November 1. 

Boxes may be filled with any ar 
ticles except those barred by postal 
officials, which include intoxicating 
liquors, inflammable material, 
quids and fragile articles improper 
ly packed. No note or message of 
any kind will go with the boxes. 
Friends and relatives of soldiers are 
urged not to put anything in the 
boxes that will not keep fresh until 
Christmas. Dried fruits and other 
food products should be packed in 
tins or wooden boxes. Preference 
should be given to hard candy over 
the soft 
lates. 

The weight of the package 
wrapped should not exceed three 
pounds. Parcels may bear such in- 
scriptions as “Do Not Open Until 
Christmas: “Merry Christmas: 
“Happy New Year;” “With Best 
Wishes” and the like. 

The boxes should be taken un- 
wrapped and unsealed to the near 
est collection center to be Indicated 
by the Red Cross, together with the 
address label and sufficient stamps 
to carry it by partel post to Hobo- 
ken, N. J. After the package has 
passed inspection by the Red Cross 
representatives as to contents and 
weight and has been wrapped in 
stout paper, the ristmas label 
bearing the address the man for 
whom it is intended is to be placed 
on it. After the package has been 
properly stamped a label certifying 
that inspection has been completed 
by the Red Cross will be placed on 
the package, which will be delivered 
by the Red Cross to the postal au- 
thorities. 

FOR SAILORS. 

Rules for sending Christmas boxes 
to sailors follow: 

Packages forwarded by parcels 
post must comply with the postal 
regulations and should be inclosed 


screw-top cover to facilitate open- 
ing and inspecting. 

All boxes shipped by express are 
limited to twenty pounds in weight, 
should measure not more than two 
cubic feet in volume, be of wood, 
well strapped and have a hinged or 
screw top to facilitate opening and 
inspecting. 

No perishable food products other 
than those inclosed in cans or glass 
jars should be packed in parcels 
post or express shipments. 

All mall matter should be ad- 
dressed as now prescribed by the 
postal regulations. All express pack- 
ages should be forwarded in care 
of Supply Officer, Fleet Supply Base, 
Twenty-ninth street and Third ave- 


nue, South Brooklyn, N. Y. 

All packages must be plainiy 
marked with the name and address 
of the sender, together with a nota- 
tion indicating the nature of the 
contents, such as Box” 


or “Christmas Present.”

After perusing 
these publications one, is prone to 
wonder if, after all, yellow journa- 
regarded as distinctly an 
American institution, ie not of Ger- 
man conception. There is some- 
thing strikingly similar between the 
senents of yellow journalism and 
German kultur, the analogy being 
found in their insincerity and lack 
of conscience and the obloquy 
which would make any end justify 
the means. And both are brutal. 
There has been a marked change 
in the morale of the German army 
in the past four or five months, if 
prisoners are any criterion of an 
army's morale. No longer is there 
any swagger or cocksureness. A 
few months ago they seemed to glory 
in their crimes, and the reputation 
they had made for wanton savagery. 
Now they are humble and contrite, 
almost fawning. Frankly. I do not 
believe they have experienced a 
change of heart, but are simply ex- 
periencing that remorse peculiar to 
a bully when he is down. This was 
the most badty-“ broken“ bunch that 
I have seen since coming to France. 
As a matter of fact. the German 
army haen't amounted to much 
since the Americans jumped onto it 
at Chateau Thierry. 

GERIUAN OFFICERS INFERIOR. 


Among the prisoners consigned to 
us were üfty or more offi- 
cers, including one colonel. Much 


has been spoken and written about 
the efficiency and superiority of 
German ieadership. I want to go 
on record right now in saying that 
these officers turned over to us did 
not average as high in intelligence 
as t privates and non-commis- 
ioned officers in the American army.
